WILMINGTON, Mass., May 19.—Mrs. 
Frances B. Hiller, most famous of woman 
eccenirics, fe dead. She wil] be buried ina 
$50,000 casket, which she had constructed 
two years ago, under her personal supervis- 
ion, and will be laid to rest in the $500,000 
mausoleum built by herself and first hus- 
band. 

After her husband's death Mns. Hiller 
, Startled the community by marrying her 
| coachman, Peter Surettle, who for a large 
‘money consideration, agreed to change his 
name to Hiller. A niece of Mrs. Hiller’s 
made strong objection to the maich, and te 
| wedding, which was to have taken place 
March 16, 1898, did not take place until April 
23 that year. 

Surettle was given a sound thrashing by 
the pretty niece. who an umbrella 
and rained blows on his head, until he was 
rescued by his intended bride. He signed 
an anti-nuptia] agreement, giving up his 
interest, as her husband, in her large es- 
tate. In consideration of this Mrs. Hiller 
settled a large amount of properiy on him. 

Albert W. Ryerson of Detroit announced, 
after Mrs. Hilier’s marriage to her cosch- 
man, that Mrs. Hiller had asked him to 
marry her, offering him $100,000 tn cash and 
an allowance of $20 a month besides, if he 
would become her husband. She also prom- 
ised, he said, to bequeath to Lim, on her 
death, the most valuable portion of her es- 
tate. He refused these offers, and married 
a pretty Detroit girl. Mrs. Hiller denied 
Ryerson's assertions. 

But it was the building of the costly 
mausoleum that made the Hillers famous, 
Mrs. Hiller suggested the plan, inasmuch as 
they had lost every one of the 23 children 
born to them, and there would be no one 
left to perpetuate their name. Her hus- 
band told her to carry out any idea she 
chose to adopt. 

She chose tae costliest materials, and the 
mausoleum was bullt regardiess of expense, 
Its Walls were five feet th.ck, and the gates, 
Of wrought tron and steel, were aoubie 
locked, to prevent desecration of the tomb 
by grave robbers. 

Phen came the idea to build costly caskets 
or sarcophagi, in which were to be placed 
Mr. and Mrs. Hiller’s bodies when they 
had been summoned from earth. Search was 
mado all over the world for rare woods. 
Mrs. Hiller paid $1000 for planks from the 
big California redwood trees, and $1500 for 
wood from cedans of Lebanon. She also 
bougnt costly red cedar; but all were dis- 
carded. After infinite pains, and a 
large cost, the chotcest mahogany 
from South America was procured 
and used the construction of 
the caskets, which were exquisitely 
carved by the most skillful workmen. 

Afier Mr. Hiller’s death Mrs. Hiller began 
thinking of burial robes for herself, ang she 
had them prepared on a scale of migni- 
ficence never before known. The outer rote 
was made of the ricest corded silk, decor- 
ated with 500 yards of hand-made silk, and 
trimmed with over 5000 English daisies, em- 
broidered by the most skilful artists in 
France. On the side were panels of white 
surah silk. The robe was fastened by 100 
silver hooks, designed by Mrs. Hiller. Its 
cost was $20.00), and the under sarments 
cost $5000 more. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hiller were estimated at the 
time of the former's death to be worth 
over $6,000,000, gained in manufacturing anc& 
aelling patent medicines,

Action Referred Back to the 
Separate Unions. 


THEY WILL VOTE AND REPORT. 


DECISION BETWEEN SATURDAY 
NIGHT AND. MONDAY. 


Statistics Given Show 31,000 Workers 
Who Might Go Out Should a Strike 
Be Ordered—What Some 
Leaders Say. 


Action con-erning a general sympathy 
Strike was referred by the presidents, sec- 
retaries and vousincss agents of the labor 
unions of St. Louis to their respective 
bodies, at a meeting at Walhalla Hall, Fri- 
day night. 

The separate unions will vote on the pro- 
posal to quit work. A decision will be 
reached between Saturday night and Mon- 
day morning, and the results will be re- 
ferred back to the central bodies for ac- 
tion. 

If the vote is in favor of a sympathy 
strike the time for it to go into effect will 
be left to the discretion of the executive 
committees of the Central Trades and Lae 
bor Union, the Building Trades Council and 
the Street Railway Employes’ Union, 

Sentiment was divided in the general 
meeting as to the advisabillty of declaring 
a sympathy sirike, but when resolutions re- 
ferring the matter back to the unions were 
presented they were adopted with only two 
dissenting voies. 

If the strike goes into effect more than 
31.000 allied trades workers may suspend 
work. This is the strength of union labor in 
St. Louis exclusive of steam railway em- 
ploves. The figures were obtained by the 
Post-Dispateh from labor leaders who are 
‘informed on the statisties. Of the total num- 
ber the Trades and Labor Union musters 
10,000; the Isuilding Trades, 6700; the Metal 
Trades, 590; the Shoe Workers, 4000 and 
unaffiliated unions 4000. 

The resolutions referring the propased 
sympathy strike to the various unions fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, We, the representatives of the organized 
workers of the City of St. Louls, have indorsed 
the action of our fellow-unionists, the street rail- 
way workers, in their battie in bebalf of their 
rignts to organize and protect their labor through 
a trade union organfzation; and, 

Whereas, The transit company, an organization 
that depends upon the will of the mass of citizens 
for its rights of existence as an organization, has 
challenged that right of its employes and ts seek- 
ing to crush and destroy their union and to rob 
them of their constitutional rights through the aid 
of thugs and criminals; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the representatives of the 
various trade umions in the City of St. Louis, declare 
that the time has come for every tide unionist to 
act in unison with our fellow-workmen, the stree 
railway employes, and that it is the sense of this 
body that we recommend to our fellow-untonists 
through wut the entire city that upon a call, com- 
ing from a majoriy of the executive committee of 
the «entral Trades and Labor Union, 
Trades Council and the executive committee of the 
street railway men, that we suspend all labor and 
refuse to do auy more work until the strike is set- 
tied. 

The matter of instituting proceedings to 
have the franchise of the transit company 
annuled was referred to a special commit- 
tee.

In tis complaint to the district attorney, 
Baumhoff says that on the 
Grand avenue line south seven mall cars 
should be run daily, but since Saturday 
night only six care altogether have been 
able to run, and they have made only par- 
tial trips. The complaint continues:

No Official Announcement Yet Made, 
but There Is No Doubt of the 
Accuracy of the Long 
Awaited News.

LONDON, May 19.—The British Empire 

heen carried off its feet by the news 
the relief of Mafeking. Even the 
demonstrations on Ladysmith day pale be- 
the celebrations recorded in cable- 
grams from all parts of the word where 
flies the union jagx. Overstrained feel- 
ings have found vent in an expression of 
heartfelt enthusiasm, which, starting from 
the various news centers, spread like 4 
prairie fire through the United Kingdom 
and the colonies and converted every com- 
munity into aggregations of shouting, 
cheering, singing, half-frantic, but for the 
most part orderly humanity. 

Tne empire is en fete and most of the 
people in the United Kingdom are taking a 
holiday in honor of the defenders of the 
little pra_rie autpost. The absence of official 
confirmation of the relief af Mafeking fails 
to raise a doubt, as the parliamentary sec- 
retary of the war office, Mr. George Wyna- 
ham, said, in the House of Commons, that 
no official amnouncement could be expected 
for at least forty-eight hours after the re- 
lef had been effected. However, further un- 
official confirmation of the reports of the re- 
lief of the long-beleaguered town is Fe- 
ceived in a dispatch from Lourenzo Mar- 
ques, under to-day’s date, announcing that 
Mafeking had been relieved.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—There is excel- 
lent basis for the belief that the recent 
corruption uncovered in Cuba will 
equaled, if not eclipsed, in the Philippines, 
Where, it is stated, the vilest corruption 
and bribery exist.

VESSEL WENT ASHORE AT FULL 
SPEED OFF THE HAYTI COAST. 


The St. Louisans Shipped as Muleteers 
to Look After the 1450 Missouri 
Mules Intended for the Brit- 
ish Army. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SANTO DOMINGO, May 19.—The Cunard 
Line steamship Carinthia from New Or- 
leans to Cape Town with a cargo of 1450 
mules for the British Army in South Africa, 
ran full speed on shore at Point Gravois 
on the south coast of Hayti yesterday. 

There are 6 men from St. Louis, who had 
shipped as muleteers om board. There is 
considerable water in the hold of the vessel 
and it is mot known whether any Hves have 
been lost. Capt. Campbell is in command 
of the vessel. In addition to the muleteers 
there is a crew of about eighty men on 
board. 

The Carinthia sailed for South Africa at 
noon Friday, May 11, from New Orleans, 
with a cargo of 1450 mules and%0 American 
adventurers. Sixty-five of this number were 
formerly residents of St. Louis. The re- 
maining number were, or claimed to belong 
to New Orleans. 

When the big English cattle ship Carin- 
thia weighed anchor and cast her mwvor- 
ings at the Southport wharf for Cape 
Town, South Africa, a number of visitors 
Were on shore to see them off. The leave- 
teking of the big ship, with her freight of 
Western stock, was not quite so impres- 
Sive as that of the regular passenger siteam- 
ers, but it was fraught with many inci- 
dents of more than common i1terest. 

St. Lowmsans were in the main a very 
tough-looking set of individuals and seemed 
to care very little about those on the wharf, 
there te bid them bon voyage.

Since the numerous publications in which 
expose of the hardships endured by the 
muleteers who went on previous voyages 
of the English mule ship, the agents who 
make a business of signing men to tend 
the mules have had a very hard time se- 
curing men in the city to go to Africa.

mule vaiets for the several ships now in 
port loading for South Africa, was com- 
pelled to go to St. Louis to get the men. 
At that point his efforts were handsomely 
rewarded, and he came home with as fine 
and husky a lot of Western riffraff as 
has been seen in New Orleans in a long 
time. One of the employes of Hagen’s 
said that they were daily besieged with 
letters from men all over the country who 
wanted to go to Cape Town on board the 
mule ships. In support of his assertion, 
the gentleman showed a number of letters 
from all over the United States.

Schage, will sail to-day with 200 passengers 
and 700 tons of general merchandise. 

The steamer Oregon is scheduled to sail 
Sunday. She will have 60 passengers.

EARTHQUAKE IN OLD MeXICO. | 


Tidal Wave Engulfs Coast Towns, 
Drowning Natives. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Mex., May 19.—The 
earthquake of Wednesday, which was mild 
in the capital, is found to have been severe 
on the Pacific coast. The second shock 
was followed by a tidal wave many feet in 
height, enveloping every coast town of 
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Colima and Jalisco. At Penitas, in Jalisco, 
and apotillo, in Tepec, fishing boats were 
swamped and several natives drowned. 

The movement, which was from south- 
east to northwest, occurred at 1:35 on the 
Pacific coast and at 1:38 in this city, show- 
ing three minutes necessary to travel 
across the republic. The duration at Ze- 
mora and generally was one minute, and at 
Morelia but two seconds, but here the 
shock was greatest of all.

AGUINALDO'S = PROCLAMATION

MANILA, May 19.—What purports to be 
a proclamation from Aguinaldo, under date 
of May 4, and issued from Popillo Island, is 
being circulated in Manila. It says that the 
commission appointed by President Mc- 
Kinley cannot treat officially, as it was ap- 
pointed without authorization from Conr 
gress. It urges Filipinos not to gsurren- 
der thelr arms on promises made by the 
commission, which may not be ratified by 
Congress. It also urges an enthusiastic 
welcome for the commission at the various 
points visited and recommends that the 
Filipinos boldly ask for the form of gov- 
ernment wanted. 

The prociamation asks the Filipinos to

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| rome achieve foolishness and some have folly thrust upon 
em. 

The bearing of all these theories of the Governor lies in 
the application of them. And the application the Governor 
makes Is that on the question of expansion by conquest all 
the persons who are for it are men, and all against it are 
women, even though they wear men’s clothes. 

Wherefore Thomas Jefferson's old test questions for ap- 
pointments to office stand gorrected, for. the purpose of 
barring out “natural-born —— fools,” to read: “Is he hon- 
est? Is is capable? Is he loyal to the punching bag? Can 
he put up a good fight ?’’ 

According to Gov. Roosevelt's reasoning, Jeffries, the boiler- 
maker, is thus revealed as the greatest living American, and 
Corbett as the next greatest. = 
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Arbitration would have settled in one hour the strike which 
conferences have failed to settle in nearly two weeks, and 
which may be prolonged for weeks more by continued fight- 
ing.

FINISHING TOUCHES. 


Fresh Air a Muscle Builder. 


AM something ef a crank on the subject 
of fresh air. 

I believe fresh air and plenty of pure 
cold water will build a man up better than 
all the medicines on earth. 

Except for the two hours every other day 
spent in my well-ventilated gymnasium, and 
the time I spent at meals, I was in the open 
air from 8 a. m. until 10 p. m. every day 
for the last four months of my training. 
I slept always in a room whose windows 
were wide open. 

All this was of inestimable benefit to my 
nerves, making them like iron, and hence 
toned up my entire system. 

On “off” mornings I would leave my cot- 
tage at about 9:30 and would start off with 
my collie, Saddie, at my heels for a 
tramp. 

The roads about Lakewood are pretty 
good, and the land lies level, permitting 
cross-country running. 

I chose a different route every day. 

I would begin the morning exercise bY 
walking a mile at an ordinary gait at first, 
then hitting up the pace to a brisk step. 

At the end of a mite I would eprint at 
top speed for a furlong, then slow down to 
a second mile of quick walking, followed by 
another 20-yard sprint. 

Then I would follow the next mile of 
walking by a quarter-mile jog trot, cover- 
-~ the quarter in about 38 or ™ seconds. 

would keep up these pedestrian feats 
for about six miles and would then turn 
back, returning home in the same fashion, 
covering 12 miies in all. ‘ 
* Of course, I did not take such long walks 
at first, but started with four miles, increas- 
ing by half a mile a day, until I could do 
the entire 12 miles without turning a nair. 

While thus exeroisin kept the iips 
closed, breathing through the noe, holding 
the shoulders well back and the chest out, 
though not unnaturally so. 

I ran on the ball of the foos. 
footed. This strengthened the whole 
from ankle to thigh. 

Occasionally I varied road work by cross- 
country running, taking a bee-line through 
wood and meadow, vaulting the fences in 
my way. ; 

I would return from my walk, take a bath 
and rubdown, and be ready to eat every- 
thing in sight.

ODD NEWS OF COTHAM 


DAILY HAPPENINGS IN THE 
REALM OF GREATER NEW YORK. 


PADEREWSKI’S $28 A BREATH. 


(Enormous Number of Paris Tourists— 


Russell Sage’s Religious ‘!'roubles 
—J. Pierpont Morgan’s Tax 
Dodge. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 17. — The steamship 
agents are doing an enormous business, but 
the nature of it it is unsatisfactory. Their 
lines expected unprecedentéd Paris-bound 


traffic, and made arrangements «according- 
ly. New ships were built, and they are 
luxurious beyond all reason. But in pro- 
viding these luxuries the companies have 
missed the mark. Tourists expect to Ue 
gouged in Paris, and are fortifying by trav- 
eling below decks at cheap rates. Most of 
them are land lubbers who think seasick- 
ness fe just as mean in a fine bed as in @ 
harder one. 

“We have bookings to burn,” said one 
agent. “So have the other lines, except in 
the case of the Mediterranean liners, which 
have been full up for the months of May 
and June since midwinter. It’s this way. 
So far as our cheap cabins are concerned, 
many of our boats are fully booked even 
so far ahead as July, but that isn’t true of 
all our steamers, On the other hand, our 
expensive bookings aren’t turning out as 
well as usual at this season. ‘There seems 
to be an impression among old travelers 
that there.will be a tterrible mob of tour- 
ists in Europe and that traveiing will not 
be pleasant, so they are staying on this 
side. Our regular promenade end upper 
deck passengers aren't showing up as they 
generally do. The man with money to spend 
will find little trouble in booking for any 
time except June, and even for that month 
he can still make comfortable arrange- 
ments.”’ 

It is the tourist agent’s day of good pick- 
ing. Apparently % per cent of the school 
teachers of the United States are planning 
to see the Paris Exposition. The fact that 
they do not enter into the problem until 
June and July explains why the May steam- 
ers still have vacant bookings, while the 
cheap etaterooms for June and July could 
be sold a hundred times over. In one day 
last week one of the tourist agencies booked 
1700 tourists, and on that same day another 
agency booked 1300. As this rush has been on 
for months, the volume of business done 
during the season will be a problem for 
advanced mathematicians. 

By far the largest proportion of the busi- 
ness here, eo far, come from the South, 
Alabama and Texas leading the field; and 
the agents comment on this fact with con- 
siderable astonispment. It has been an es- 
tablished tradition with them that the 
South was their worst field, and in 1889 
Southernere made only an infinitesimal item 
in the Exposition crowd; but all that is 
changed. Development of manufacturing 
and mining interests, and successful cotton 
crops appear to have altered financial con- 
ditions, and a solid South is going in for 
travel. Financial prosperity based on agri- 
cultural issues seems also to have stirred 
the middle West to travel Minnesota, Iowa, 
Kaneas, Nebraska, Illinois and Indiana are 
turning out tourists at a rate rivaled only 
in the South. Ohio is even more prolific of 
travelers than of Presidents, and New Jer- 
sey, up to this time, leads the Eastern 
states in contributions to the tourist ranks. 

It is not only Paris bound business that 
is being done. This week 700 Scandinavians 
la oli Northwest sailed for their old 
0 ‘ 


In less than two hours this week 500.000 
pineapples were sold at one plier at prices 
from 6 to 12 cents apiece. In the face of 
this the fruit brokers say at least 1,000,000 
Will ‘be handled before prices fall. They 
expect to receive 20,000,000 during the sea- 
son. 

Yesterday 40,000 bunches of bananas ar- 
rived on one steamer. It was the largest 
shipment ever brought here on one séhip. 

Che pineapples for the most part came 
from plantations in the suburbs of Ha- 
vana. They were gathered when green, 
and, having ripened but slightly on the 
four days’ sea voyage, reached here in per- 
fect condition. Another reason for the g°o0d 
shape in which the fruit got here, mer- 
chants say, is that the majority of Cuban 
planters now employ American packers, 
who show much more skill and care than 
the natives. Cuba’s average crop of pine- 
apples when war is not raging is 50,000,000. 


The first moos of lumber ever shipped to 
the United States from Manila was received 
the other day by a New York dealer, whu 
christened it “Luzon Wood” and sold it to 
a firm of piano manufacturers. It was 
found to be a remarkably fine specimen of 
mahogany and was us for a piano case 
by the firm that has the reputation of doing 
the finest work in this parthcular. Go soori 
as it was heard by the dealers in musical 
instruments all over the country that there 
had been made a piano case out of wood 
from the Philippines, thero was an tmme- 
date demand for more of the same kind 
as it was thought that the advertising 
vaiue of such material would be great. 
It is not probable, however, that much wood 
of ‘this kind will be used here, in spite of 
the excellent quality of the specimen al- 
ready received, which came by way of Liv- 
erpool. The charges for shipping are too 
great to make such importation profitable 
and, in spite of its excellent quality. Luzon 
wood, which only means mahogany from 
that-island, is not likely to even become 
very generally used. 


Wemen’s clubs tn New York have been 
having trouble.

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NOW JOHN KEENA IS NURSING 
THREE BAD WOUNDS. 


HE ATTACKED A STREET CAR. 


Policeman Hollingsworth After Being 
Wounded Returned Keena’s Fire 
and Three Bullets Took Effect. 


Maddened by drink, with his wife’s re- 
proof ringing in his ears, John Keena, sa- 
loonkeeper at 1501 Gratiot street, ran amuck 
Friday evening and tackled a street car 
with disastrous results to himself.

Car No. 27 of the Chouteau avenue di- 
vision was rounding the curve at the south- 
ern entrance to the Fourteenth street bridge 
at dusk Friday, when Keena, drunk, hat- 
less and armed with a_ Colt’s revolver, 
stepped in front of it, waving his arms 
wildly. Then jumping aside, the police 
say, he fired at the motorman. His aim 
was faulty and the man on the front plat- 
form escaped. 

As the car passed, Keena, raising his re- 
volver, fired three times at the conductor 
and Policeman Hollingsworth on the rear 
platform. 
Hollingsworth, his right hand crimsoned 
by blood from a wound made by a shot 
from Keena’s weapon, called on the motor- 
man to stop the car. Jumping off, the po- 
hiceman ran towards Keena. 

The excited man began snooting at the 
policeman. ‘Hollingsworth fired five shots 
and Keena fell, hit in the chest, leg and 
head. His silver watch flattened one bul- 
let that would have caused instant death. 
Keena was examined at the Dispensary by 
Dr. Johnson, who declared that he would 
die. [But the man’s rugged health may in- 
tervene. 

Keena was able to talk Saturday at the 
City Hospital. He claims that he does 
not remember the details of his sensational 
adventure.

AMERICAN PAVILION HAS BEEN 
PRONOUNCED UNSAFE. 


EVEN THE BAND KEPT OUT. 


Effort Made to Keep the Facts Re- 
garding the Faulty Construc- 
tion From the Public.

(Copyright, 1900.) 

PARIS, May 19.—A sensation has been 
created here by the revelation that the 
American pavilion at the Paris Exposition 
was pronounced unsafe when tests were 
made last week before the inauguration. 

Naturally the greatest effort was made 
to keep this startling information within 
the United States commission. Strict or- 
ders were issued not to allow newspaper 
correspondents to learn it. It was because 
of the testing architect's warnings that even 
the holders of cards of admission were not 
allowed inside the structure at the inaug- 
uration ceremonies. 

The American National Pavilion is a mere 

shell of light timbers, covered over with 
Plaster. Its shape, too, renders it espe- 
cially dangerous, it being a huge well, 
around the interior of which are four super- 
posed galleries. Testing architects to!d the 
United States commission if the lower floor 
and galleries were allowed to be filled the 
whole _ structure would inevitably collapse 
toward the center and the great dome would 
fall on top of the heap. 
It was to avoid such a calamity that 
Sousa’s band and all. but a few hundred 
of the people invited were kept out. Since 
that day props have been placed under- 
neath, but it is said yet that when visitors 
are at all numerous the building quakes 
perceptibly. . 
It is a standing joke among the com- 
missioners to ask whether to-day the wind 
is strong cnough to blow down the United 
States pavilion. The United States Build- 
ing at the Paris Exposition cost $200,000.
